with  the  opening  of  the  '^7  cpnmolgn,  Coach  Klpke  wae  prepared 
for  the  third  consecutive  winning  of  the  league  championship.  Vet- 
erans from  last  years  varsity  and  reserve  sounds  were  quickly  mol- 
ded Into  a  top-flight  "eleven*.  Three  Juniors  end  two  seniors  were 
chosen  on  the  All-Conference  team,  proof  of  the  prowess  of  the  Ray- 
der  team,  and  of  next  years  too.  Warren  Shadko,  Dick  Jolllffe,  and 
Pat  Martin  were  the  Juniors  selected,  while  Bob  and  Bill  Carey  were 
the  last  year  men  who  were  chosen.
